This was all 
that Boulanger asked for to sustain his as­ 
sumption as the leader of France. The ré- 
sult looks towards the enlargement of the au 
thority of the President and a corresponding 
limitation of the power of the National As­ 
sembly. 
And yet it can hardly be called 
menace -to the restoration of the Empire 
for the accomplishment of 
the 
utmost 
extreme of Boulanger’s purposes would not 
extend the President’s authority to an equal 
ity with that of the executive of the United 
States.

Th e Ch icago courts h ave decided th at men 
may talk anarch y and th reaten dynam ite as 
long as th eir professions and teach ings do 
not eventuate in acts. 
To suppress th e war­ 
riors wh o figh t with th eir m outh s would, it 
Is h eld, be an infringement of th e constitu 
tional ar.d 
sacred righ t of free speech . 
W h eth er th is decision will apply to th e An­ 
arch ist Sunday sch ools is a pretty grave 
question for Ch icago and all oth er parts of 
th e country infested with Anarch ist teach ­ 
ers. 
Th ese sch ools are attended not only by 
th e ch ildren of th e people wh o establish and 
m aintain th em, and wh o quite naturally are 
supposed to be furnish ing similar instruction 
to th eir fam iliesat h ome,but by all oth ers wh o 
can be induced by proselyting to become 
pupils. 
Th e “ waifs.” wh o h ave no parents 
responsible 
for 
th eir 
training, 
th e 
vicious 
wh o 
h ave 
passed 
lc- 
3'ond parental restraint, and all of th at 
large 
m ultitude 
wh o 
would 
with out 
th e aid of th ese sch ools graduate in th e crim i­ 
nal classes, arc attracted, and are beiuc 
taugh t th at th e law is not a th ing to be feared 
but despised, and th at by th e strength ening 
of th e Anarch ist forces it can be broken with 
im punity. 
Th ese sch ools are breeding nests 
of crime as pern ¡( ions as th ieves’dens, gamb­ 
ling h ells, prize rings and all sorts of dis­ 
orderly places. 
To th row around th em th e 
protection of law is to give th em th e very 
support th at th ey aflect to despise, for th ey 
teach th at government is oppression, th at 
law is slavery, th at courts are engines of 
monopolistic greed, and th at th e ownersh ip 
of property is a system of fraud, th eft and 
robbery'. 
It would be strange if our laws 
sh ould fail to find th e means for suppressing 
th ese incendiary institutions, destined if un­ 
molested to become th e nurseries of a new po­ 
litical patty made up of th e most vicious and 
dangerous elements, and sure to find abun­ 
dance of sh rewd and accomplish ed leaders 
wh ose consciences never interfere with any 
means or policy wh ich would furth er th eir 
ambition to live upon office. 
Th e South h as found a way to suppress th e 
Mormon missionaries,and ' h e public sentiment 
of th e country sustaius it. 
If th e judicial de­ 
cision in regard to th e Ch icago Anarch ists is 
correct, th en th ere is a public sentim ent op­ 
posed 'o its practical results strong enough to 
carry th rough a constitutional am endm ent if 
it is needed. 
Th e Anarch ists are teach ing us 
th at even free speech can become too free, 
and th at it can be placed under certain re­ 
strictions to th e advantage rath er th an th e in­ 
jury of every good citizen. 


THE WILL OF THE MAJORITY. 


Th e Dem ocratic Ph iladelph ia Reco rd is 
figh ting th e proposition to establish proh ibi­ 
tion in Pennsylvania “ as an invasion of per­ 
sonal righ t to wh ich men will not subm it.” 
" O ur sch eme of governm ent.” it declares, 
“ never contem plated such a relinquish m ent 
of private judgm ent to th e will of th e ma 
jority. 
Th ere are some inalienable righ ts 
with w h ich th e will of th e m ajority h as no 
business.” 
Th is is extraordinary doctrine. 
It pro 
poses to subvert th e decision of th at tribunal 
of la*-! resort, th e people, in support of a 
single interest wh ich is full of pernicious ef­ 
fects because of its law-defying ch aracter. 
A dozen states h ave placed proh ibition laws 
upon th eir statute books and are punish ing 
men for violating th em. 
Th ese men are not 
conceded th e righ t to sell as som eth ing “ in­ 
alienable ” wh en th e law decrees th at th ey 
sh all not sell. 
And really th e law does not 
oppose th em . 
It leaves oth er vocations open 
to th em wh ich th ey will be perm itted to pur 
sue w ith out molestation. 
Th e opponents of h igh license, proh ibition, 
and all laws for th e regulation of th e liquor 
traffic, arc continually confounding th e inal­ 
ienable righ t to drink with th e alw ays condi­ 
tional righ t to sell intoxicants. 
Th e law dojs 
not interfere with th e righ ts of th e citizen to 
drink or even to get drunk, if h e does cith er 
on h is own premises and with out olTeme or 
Injury to th e righ ts of oth ers. 
But because 
one man can lawfully get drunk, it is th e 
h eigh t of impudence for anoth er to set up 
th e righ t to sell h im th e stuff th at m akes h im 
drunk. 
Th q same logic would give one man 
th e righ t to m urder anoth er wh o h ad at­ 
tem pted suicide. 
Tue people must decide. 
If th ey say th at 
a cert ',in righ t is not inalienable or sh all be 
forfeited, th en it must be'forfeited. If Penn­ 
sylvania votes for proh ibition, as now scams 
probable, th ere will be proh ibition, and no al­ 
leged righ t of a certain class, “ inalienable” or 
oth erw ise, will stand in th e way. 
But th e 
righ t to drink and to get drunk will be as se­ 
cure as ever, provided it is not perm itted to 
interfere w ith th e righ ts of oth ers.

The Chicago courts have decided that men 
may talk anarchy and threaten dynamite as 
long as their professions and teachings do 
not eventuate in acts. 
T o suppress the war­ 
riors who fight with their mouths would, it 
Is held, be an infringem ent of the constitu­ 
tional ar.d 
sacred right of free speech. 
W hether this decision will apply to the An­ 
archist Sunday schools is a pretty grave 
question for Chicago and all other parts of 
the country infested w ith Anarchist teach­ 
ers. 
These schools are attended not only by 
the children of the people who establish and 
maintain them, and who quite naturally are 
supposed to be furnishing similar instruction 
to their familiesat hom e.but by all others who 
can be induced by proselyting to liecome 
pupils. 
The “ waifs.” who have no parents 
responsible 
for 
their 
training, 
the 
vicious 
who 
have 
passed 
lc- 
J'ond parental restraint, and all of that 
large 
multitude 
who 
would 
without 
the aid of these schools graduate in the crim i­ 
nal classes, are attracted, and are being 
taught that the law is not a thing to be feared 
but despised, and that by the strengthening 
of the Anarchist forces it can be broken with 
impuuity. 
These schools are breeding nests 
of crime as pernicious as thieves’dens, gam b­ 
ling hells, prize rings and all sorts of dis­ 
orderly places. 
To throw around them the 
protection of law is to give them the very 
support that they affect to despise, for they 
teach that government is oppression, that 
law is slavery, that courts are engines of 
monopolistic greed, and that the ownership 
of property is a system of fraud, theft and 
robbery’. 
It would be strange if our laws 
should fail to find the means for suppressing 
these incendiary institutions, destined if un­ 
molested to become the nurseries of a new po­ 
litical patty made up of the most vicious and 
dangerous elements, and sure to find abuu 
dance of shrewd and accomplished leaders 
whose consciences never interfere with any 
means or policy which would further their 
ambition to live upon oflice. 
The South has found a way to suppress the 
Mor.non missionaries,and the publicsentiment 
of the country sustains it. 
If the judicial dc 
cisión in regard to the Chicago Anarchists is 
correct, then there is a public sentiment op­ 
posed to its practical results strong enough to 
carry through a constitutional amendment if 
it is needed. 
The Anarchists are teaching 
that even free speech can become too free, 
and that it can be placed under certain re 
8trictions to the advantage rather than the in 
jury’ of every good citizen.

The Democratic Philadelphia Record 
fighting the proposition to establish prohibí 
tiou in Pennsylvania *' as an invasion of per 
sonal right to which men will not subm it.’ 
“ Our scheme of governm ent,” it declares 
“ never contemplated such a telinquishuu-nt 
of private judgm ent to the will of the ma­ 
jority. 
There are some inalienable rigb 
wilh which the will of the majority has no 
business.” 
This is extraordinary doctrine. 
It pro 
poses to subvert the decision of that tribunal 
of last resort, the people, in support of a 
single interest which is full of pernicious ef­ 
fects because of its law defying character. 
A dozen states have placed prohibition laws 
upon their statute books and are punishing 
men for violating them . 
These men are not 
conceded the right to sell as something “ in­ 
alienable ” when the law decrees that they 
shall not sell. 
And really the law does not 
oppose them. 
It leaves other vocations open 
to them which they will be permitted to pur 
sue without molestation. 
The opponents of high license, prohibition, 
and all laws for the regulation of the liquor 
traffic, arc continually confounding the inal­ 
ienable right to drink with the always condi­ 
tional right to sell intoxicants. 
The law doj/s 
not interfere with the rights of the citizen to 
drink or even to get drunk, if lie does either 
on his own premises and without offense or 
in ju ry to the rights of others. 
But because 
one man can lawfully get drunk, it is ibe 
height of impudence for another to set up 
the right to sell him the stuff that makes him 
drunk. 
Tlitj same logic would give one man 
the right to m urder another who had at­ 
t e s t e d suicide. 
Tae people must decide. 
If they say that 
a cert '.in right is not inalienable or shall be 
forfeited, then it must be*forfeited. If P enn­ 
sylvania votes for prohibition, as now seams 
probable, there will be prohibition, and no al­ 
leged right of a certain class, “ inalienable” or 
otherwise, will stund in the way. 
But the 
right to drink and to get drunk will be as se­ 
cure as ever, provided it is not permitted to 
interfere with the rights of others.

But the resignation of Gen. Hovey, 
who is now the Governor of the state, creates 
a vacancy in the present Congress, which is 
to be filled by a special election. 
Both of 
the candidates who ran last fall have been 
nominated lo till this vacancy, -the term of 
which expires on the 4th of March next. 
Now these candidates have entered into an 
agreement that the one who is elected for the 
short term shall hold the office for the suc­ 
ceeding two years w ithout a contest. 
This is 
n cheap and honorable way of settling the 
m atter, and also an indication that the elec­ 
tion of a Republican Congress and of Re­ 
publican state officers in Indiaua has placed 
the Democratic candidate in an accommo­ 
dating frame of m ind. 
He would never 
have agreed to put his certificate of election 
at risk, or run for the vacancy, if Congress 
and the Indiana Governor were Democratic.

When we are thinking of the great city 
papers and of the influence they exert, we 
are 
apt to overlook the important 
place 
occupied by the country newspaper—the 
local news-gatherer of our villages and small 
cities. 
It has come to be a habit in some 
circles to look on the life of a country editor 
as thrown away, or at be3t only partially suc­ 
cessful. 
Of the things that moke the village 
paper seem an undesirable field for work per­ 
haps the chief is lack of circulation and “ a 
consequent reducing of one’s powers to the 
level of the circulation, ” as one writer has 
said. True, lack of circulation is a drawback 
in more ways than one, but it is no excuse 
for the withholding of one’s powers in the 
make-up of the paper. 
People who live in 
the country have miuds just the same as 
those who live in a city; and we have every 
reason to suppose that they appreciate a good 
thing when they see it, just as their city cous­ 
ins do. 
If they do not, why do live, breczey 
country papers always have*so much larger 
circulation than those that are sleepy and 
merely give the news without comment ?

The people like a paper that is no respector 
of persous, hut hits right and left, and they 
often desire-the petty personalities which dt 
is. wrong for any paper to priut.

WRECKED IN THE ST. LAWRENCE. 
Andrew O’Reilly was born in Ireland in 
1814. 
At the age of 17 years he emigrated to 
this country. 
As was stated in these col­ 
umns oaSaturday evening,the vessel on which 
he sailed was wrecked in the Gulf of 8 t. 
Lawrence, and all hands on board were 
drowned, except five passengers and five sea­ 
men.

The 
lit­ 
tle party lived on Cranberry 
Island 
for 
five days with nothing to eat but cranberries 
and raw mutton. 
They were rescued by tbe 
crew of the bark Thames, of ^oudon. 


SETTLED IN RONDOUT. 
After drifting around for a time Mr. 
O’Reilly finally settled in Rondout and en­ 
gaged in business. 
He was successful and ac­ 
cumulated a comfortable competence, which 
he and his wife are enjoying in their old 
days. 
While here Mr. O’Reilly rhade the ac­ 
quaintance of Miss Mary O’Reilly. 
She was 
born in Ireland and came to Rondout from 
Portland, Me., when seven years of age. A l­ 
though bearing tbe same name the young 
lady was in no way related to him. 
Their 
acquaintance ripened into love, and on Janu­ 
ary 28. 1839, they were married at the resi­ 
dence of the bride’s father, on tbe corner of 
Union-avenue and Mill street, by the Rev. 
John Smith, a Catholic missionary, who con­ 
ducted

at 
places 
along 
the 
Hudson 
River,

to Rondout once each month for that pur­ 
pose.

RECALLING OLD TIMES HERE. 
Mr and Mrs. O’Reillv have always lived 
happily 
together.

fled and recall many happy reminiscences. 
There is probably not another couple in Ron­ 
dout who have watched the growth of this 
City for so great a length of time as has Mr. 
and Mrs. O’Reilly. 
They can recall the 
time when Rondout was a mass of sand hills 
and a portion of Ferry-street and The Strand 
was a swamp. 
In those days cow paths 
were frequently used by people in goiug 
from one place to another in the village. 
Although the march of progress has long 
since obliterated 
all this, 
Mr. O’Reilly’s 
narrative of old times hereabout is interest­ 
ing.

life of Her the said girl.” 
The bill is dated March 28, 1793, and was 
witnessed by Sarah, Mary and Jacob De- 
Groot.

Andrew O’Reilly was born in Ireland in 
1814.

Lawrence, and all hands on board were 
drowned, except five passengers and five sea­ 
men.

O’Reilly finally settled in Rondout and en­ 
gaged in business. 
He was successful and ac­ 
cumulated a comfortable competeuce, which 
he and his wife are enjoying in their old 
days. 
While here Mr. O’Reilly made the ac 
quaintance of Miss Mary O’Reilly. 
She was 
born in Ireland and came to Rondout from 
Portland, Me., when seven years of age. Al 
though bearing the same name the young 
lady was in no way related to him.

acquaintance ripened into love, and on Janu 
ary 28. 1839, they were married at the resi

Of the things that make the village 
paper seem an undesirable field for work per­ 
haps the chief is lack of circulation and “ a 
consequent reducing of one’s powers to the 
level of the circulation, ” as one writer has 
said. True, lack of circulation is a draw back 
in more ways than one, but it is no excuse 
for the withholding of one’s powers in the 
make up of the paper. 
People who live in 
the country have minds just the same as 
those who live in a city; and we have every 
reasou to auppose that they appreciate a good 
thing when they see it, just as their city cous­ 
ins do. 
If they do not, why do live, hreezey 
country papers alway* have so much larger 
circulation than those that are sleepy aud 
merely give the news without comment I 
The American public admire 
pugnacity. 
The people like a paper that is no respecter 
of persons, hut hits right and left, and they 
often desire the petty personalities which At 
is wrong for any paper to print. 
Boid opin­ 
ions, boldly advocatad, always attract appre­ 
ciative audiences, ami the more of this quality 
of boldness a country editor possesses the 
larger will the paper’* circulation be.
